Chicese trade ftbm ‘the Yangtse to 
Burmah-and-Tonkin and to develop the agri-. 
cultural aad industsial interests of Yuntan and 
Szechuen, ‘The attitude of the Thibetans Jn 
keepingtheir territory inviolate is, of course, one
